Where Do You Stand? An Appeal to Americans of German Origin 

““T wish it could be read by every individual of those to whom 
it is addressed, and by all other Americans also. | am, myself, partly 
of German blood and [ make my appeal as an American does, to 
and on behalf of all other Americans who have German blood in 
their veins. We have room in this country only for Americans who 
are Americans and nothing else. They must be loyal to only one 
flag; they must speak one language; they must serve only Ameri- 


ean ideals. I[ mean literally what I say, that every man who bears 


even the smallest allegiance to any other country should be sent} 


out of this country. The native American, who during this war di- 
rectly or indirectly assails any of our alles, notably England, but 
also Japan, is a traitor to America, and should promptly be impris- 
oned. The German-American ,and especially the German-American 
editor, guilty of such conduct or any exultation over any.German 
victory should be instantly interned and then sent back to Germany. 
The Sinn Feiner who attacks England should be immediately in- 
terned and then sent back to Ireland. : 

‘<The German-American alliance and .all similar organizations 
should be immediately broken up by congress and by the state legis- 
latures. Our people would do well to remember that even when 
such organizations keep quiet for the moment they are certain to 
revive and to work against America with the utmost malignity when 
peace comes. The time to crush tme is now. Foreign language 
newspapers should be required to follow.the example of the. New 
York Herold and begn the change which is to convert their news- 
papers into English, the language of the United States. 

‘*As for spies, preachers of sedition, men who practice sabotage 
and all other such persons, the government already has much power, 
but should be given any needed additional power to proceed against 
them, and this power should be used in drastic fashion If neces- 
sary, under martial law and after a summary trial, the guilty men 
should be shot. 

“So much for the men of German blood, or of any other blood, 
who are not good Americans. But remember that it is also our 
highest duty from the standpoint of Americanism to stand by the 
good American of German blood, just .exactly as we stand by any 
other American. r 

‘We must refuse to permit any division along the linesof blood 
or ancestry. We must demand whole-hearted Americanism, and if 
aman gives this we must treat him exactly on his merits, like any 
other American. In other words, we must give every man a square 
deal. Shoot the spy or the traitor, whether of native American, 
Irish of German blood, whether a Protestant, Catholic or Jew.. Stand 
by the good Americans of any creed, no matter where he was born 
or whence his parents came. 

“It is an outrage to discriminate against a good American in 
civil life beeause he is of German blood. It is an even worse out- 
rage for the government to permit such discrimination against him 
in the army, or in any of the organizations working under govern- 
ment supervision. Let us insist on the immediate stopping of such 
discriminations, whieh eruelly wound good Amrieans and tend to 


drive them back into the ranks of the half loyal. In return let 


good Americans of German blood band together and lead in the or-| 


ganization and action against all disloyal or half loyal citizens of 

German blood and against all German language or English lan- 

guage newspapers, which are not whole-heartedly loval, and against 
all such organizations as the German-Ameriean allianee.’’

We must courageously ftace our 
home problems of industry. We 
cannot pour a continuous stream of 
money into the federal strong boxes 
if the black scale covers our fruit 
with smut this year, because of a 
mistaken idea that fumigation can 
be skipped. Fumigation this fall is 
going to be tremendously essential. 
General Manager G. Harold Powell 
of the California Fruit Growers Ex- 
change, who himself is in war work 
with the food administration at 
Washington, has concentrated for 
years on the question of mechanical 
injury to citrus fruit through the nec- 
essity for washing the smut from it 
when the groves have not been fu- 
migated, or have been improperly 
funiigated. Failure to control the 
scale in the orchard has caused an

incredible loss to the grower through 
decay of fruit in transit and in the 
market. Of late years this has be- 
come less true, inasmuch as _ the 
grower individually has come to 
know the folly of trying to skip fu- 
migations. 

But this year there is a somewhat 
prevalent impression among growers 
that climatic conditions have been 
such that the scale is not to be a se- 
rious factor this coming winter. This 
is dangerously erroneous—it is one 
of the most dangerous and false 
ideas that could possibly be spread. 
It is so far from the fact, and so 
sweeping in its possibilities for harm 
that one would scarcely hesitate to 
attribute it to pro-German _propa- 
gatda, although this would be a far- 
fetched conclusion. It might well be 
adopted, however, as a part of such 
propaganda, for it would soon cause 
a cessation in the purchase of Lib- 
erty Bonds and other war activities, 
so far as the citrus growers are con- 
cerned. 

Careful surveys made already by 
herticultural inspectors show that the 
scale is to be just as serious a fac- 
tor this coming fall and winter as 
has been the case in past years. It 
cannot be ignored. The scale-pest, 
‘like the poor, we have always with 
us, 

And with scarcity of experienced 
fumigating labor as a fact, the grow- 
er is going to have to study this 
question of fumigating much more 
jintimately than in years past. It is 
highly probable that the grower will 
jthave to learn to generate hydrocy- 
anic acid gas in the groves—in his 
owh groves, and also to cooperate 
with his neighbor. 

It is for this reason that the River- 
side Experiment Station is to hold 
meetings for fumigating instructions 
in various parts of the state. One 
has already been held in Tulare 
county. A very important session for 
this purpose is to be held at Co- 
vina, July 20. Others are to be ar- 
ranged this summer. These are be- 
ing held under the direction of the 
farm advisory beards. Dr. J. Eliot 
Coit of the Los Angeles county farm 
board is very active, as is Dr. H. J. 
Quayle of the experiment station. 

The grower must prepare to thor- 
oughly fumigate this year. He is 
gcing to meet with difficulties con- 
cerning labor. These must be over- 
come by his own initiative. It must 
be definitely understood that this 
question has a direct bearing on the 
one tremendously important object- 
ive—the winning of the war.

Arrived on the 
summit, you will feel more than re- 
paid for all the exertion by the truly 
magnificent panorama that is spread 
before your eyes. 


East and west are flung the granite 
pisnacles of the “Mother Mountains.” 

Far out to the dim skyline in the 
north stretches the great brown blur 
of the Mohave desert, its barren 
floor pitted with hollows and dotted 
with hillocks and ridges. The nearer 
view is forbidding, but farther out 
ov its broad sweep the grim outlines 
jare smoothed by distance and trans- 
formed by the sunlight’s magic in- 
to marvelous webs of color, soft and 
mysterious in the desert air. On 
the south, spreading majestically 
from the foothills down toward the 
blue curve of the sea, wrapped’ in 
ifilmy mist and wondrous weaves of 
‘light and shade, lies our own match- 
‘less home -land—the Valley of San 
Bernardino—one of the fairest spots 
in all this world.
